5. Name of designer and of die cutter. 
6. What disposition has been made of the dies. 
7. Any facts ol interest, historical or otherwise. 


The Society is an incorporated body, its collections are permanent, every 


American coin and medal should be represented in its cabinet and, so, accessible to students 
of American numismatics and American history now and for all time. 


With this end in view it would request the co-operation of all who take any
